Primary Series (K to Grade 3) 


ENGLISH 


Poetry in Primary Grades - to create an interest in the flowing quality of 
poetry and words — use seasonal poems whenever possible - use background music 
on occasion, 

Reading Readiness (5% 15) = to train the ear in auditory discrimination using 


nursery rhymes, short stories and pupil participation exercises to stress 
beginning consonants (b,t,c, etc.), ending consonants (d,t,1, etc.). 


HEALTH 


Manners (5 X 15) - to assist the teacher in developing desirable manner habits 
in children in school, at home, in public, with peers, with adults ~ use drama, 
stories, poetry, play, songs. 


MUSIC 


Fun With Rhythmics (5 X 15) - to develop pupil's sense of rhythm and ability 
to use simple media - clapping, striking sticks, tapping with fingers or feet, 
combinations — develop patterns and experiment with sound quality. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Physical Education to Music (5 X 15) - to promote good health and interest in 
physical fitness - using music for exercises, dancing, group game activities 
(Bean Ball), balls and hoops, Volley Ball skills. 


RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION 
Bible Stories (10 X 15) - stress the children of the Bible - Moses, Samuel, 
David, Jesus, boy bringing loaves and fishes - to bring out desirable qualities 
of obedience, truthfulness, happiness, willingness to share. 


SCIENCE 


Primary Science (5 X 15) - to encourage young children to observe and experiment 
with common things around them - water, air, levers, magnets. 


SOCIAL STUDIES 


Canadian Legends (5 X 15) - told in story and drama to arouse interest in Indian 
and Eskimo legends - Origin of Fire, Stars, How Corn Was Given, Northern Lights, 
The Loon's Necklace, 


Children in Other Lands (5 X 15) - continue as at present - up—date past pro- 
grammes and ideas and repeat - stress contrasts with our way of living and use 
music. 
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SUGGESTED RADIO BROADCASTS - 2 


Community Helpers (5 X 15) - to develop appreciation and respect for helpers - 
to show how each depends on the other. 


Junior Series (Grades 4-6) 
ENGLISH 


Canadian Poetry Jr. (5 X 15) - to promote greater interest in, and love for 
poetry and an appreciation of Canadian writers - Pauline Johnson, Bliss 
Carman - use drama, readings, panel discussions of what makes good poetry. 


Creative English Jr. (10 X 15) - to promote higher standards of creativity in 
oral and written English through story-telling, dramatization, choral speaking, 
verse making, written stories - stress logical sequence, unity, clear enuncia- 
tion, vivid descriptive words. 


Significance of Special Days (5 X 15) - presented as special programmes at the 
time of such holidays - Thanksgiving, Halloweten, Remembrance Day, St. 
Valentine's Day, Commonwealth Day - to give background history and significance 
of each occasion and make them more meaningful. 


GUIDANCE 


Guidance - Occupations (5 X 15) - by panels and actual interviews create an 
interest in careers and occupations - nursing, doctoring, farming, engineering, 
etc. — begin in Grade 6 - stress advantages and disadvantages. 


Hobbies Are Fascinating (5 X 15) - to develop an interest in good use of free 
time - the value of doing something different from daily rountine - choosing, 
description of a number of common hobbies (stamps, coins, rocks, photography, 
gardening, wood working, birds). 


HEALTH 


Health Habits (5 X 15) - to stress care of the eyes, ears, nose, teeth, hair 
and good eating. 


MUSIC 


Music Appreciation for Juniors (5 X 15) - to introduce children to good music 
through dramas, talks, and listening to recordings or actual playing by 
musicians - sounds of various instruments, use of instruments to express moods 
and action, listen to Nutcracher Suite or Peter and the Wolf. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Folk Dancing (5 X 15) - explanation of simple steps common to many dances 
putting these together into more complicated patterns - teach one or two 
folk or square dances (American, English, German, Israeli, Russian, etc.) - 
point out similarities and differences. 
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SUGGESTED RADIO BROADCASTS - 3 


RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION 


Bible Heroes (10 X 15) - use stories and dramatizations of Noah, Joseph, Moses, 
Ruth, Zaccahaeus, Good Samaritan, Prodigal Son, to emphasize character qualities 
- love, forgiveness, kindness, tolerance, faith. 


SAFETY 


Safety with the Seasons (10 X 15) - not scheduled at weekly intervals but on a 
seasonal basis - to develop desirable attitudes towards safety on bicycles, 

in water, in traffic, going to and from school, on ice, at play, - stress 
positive rather than negative. 


SCIENCE 


Animals Prepare for Winter (5 X 15) - dramatizations similar to "Voices of the 
Wild" to give a realistic portrayal of animals getting ready for winter - 
explain why this is necessary - hibernating, migrating, staying around. 


Junior Science (5 X 15) - to make the pupil more aware of his surroundings 
and their importance to life - air, water, plants, animals, the universe. 


Men in Space (5 X 15) - by means of dramas of the adventure of imaginary 
trips familiarize children with other planets - position, size, distance from 
earth, atmosphere, surface features, moons. 


SOCIAL STUDIES 


Communication (5 X 15) - dramatizations of the difficulties and perseverance 
of the pioneers like Marconi, Bell, Edison, etc. to improve ways of communi- 
cation — develop the major forward steps and give some idea of what could 
come about in the future. 


They Went Exploring (5 X 15) - dramas to make explorers like Cook, Drake, 

Livingstone, Peary and Hilary come alive - to stress reasons for explorations 

- the problems faced and the results as they relate to us to-day. 
Intermediate Series (Grades 7-10) 


ENGLISH 


Canadian Bookshelf (10 X 15) - revise and enlarge present series of dramatizations 
to include reading of poetry, autobiographies of famous people, public speaking. 


GUIDANCE 
Guidance to Successful School Career (5 X 15) - point the way for good study 


and work habits, pleasant co-operative behaviour, desirable attitudes, long- 
range goal. 
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SUGGESTED RADIO BROADCASTS - 4

Guidance ~ Managing Money (5 X 15) - to develop ideas of spending wisely, 
budgeting money, earning or deserving an allowance, conserving energy - to 
lessen the chances of falling into financial ruts that grow deeper and deeper. 


HEALTH 


A Good Apprearance Helps (5 X 15) - by panel discussion supported by drama and 
talk impress on pupils the necessity for good grooming - the skin, nails, 
hair, clothes, shoes. 


Health Heroes (5 X 15) - to increase factual knowledge concerning famous people 
like Pasteur, Banting, Curie, Fleming, Salk through dramatizations and exposi- 
tions - to encourage young people to consider scientific research as an 
occupation. 


MUSIC 


Music (5 X 15) - to promote the role of music in our culture - to point out _ 
the development of modern jazz and the various forms and types of music 
available. 


Songs of French Canada (5 X 15) - the familiarize students with the culture 
and customs of French Canadians through singing of some of the popular songs 
- Alouette, Au Clair de la Lune, Bonhomme. 


SOCIAL STUDIES (History and Geography ) 


Confederation 1867 (5 X 30) ~ dramas and talks to give this topic more meaning 
and understanding - influence of War of 1812, scattered colonies, dangers and 
problems, character and action of various leaders, conferences, British North 
America Act, progress since 1867. 


How Canadians Make a Living (5 X 30) - by means of dramas, documentaries and 
actual interviews portray and contrast various occupations and why areas of 
Canada are suited to carry them on - mining, farming, lumbering, fishing, 
manufacturing. 


Life in the Early North American Colonies (5 X 30) - dramatize how settlements 
began and why, the hardships of travel and settling, the adaptation to the 
environment, the growth, daily activities - in New England, Virginia, New 
France, Upper Canada. 


Our System of Government (5 X 15) - to explain how Canada is governed and to 
compare with other systems - local (city and municipal), provincial, federal - 
use actuality type presentation of interviews and sessions. 


People of the Commonwealth (5 X 15) - drama and actuality ("I - Was There't) 
presentations - to acquaint pupils with problems, people and way of living in 
other areas of the Commonwealth -— to create a renewed feeling of oneness by 
stressing background, common interests, the future.
